Spanish Revolutions. 
No. Il. 

Previous to the accession of Euric to 
the throne of Spain, the Romans still pos- 
sessed the eastern coasts. Resimond, as 
he is called Ly Mavor, or KRemismond, 
which is the name in the pages of Vrer- 
ToT, reigned over the Sueves in the west.” 
And the interior provinces, with the neigh- 
boring ones in Gaul, were in the posses- 
sion of the Visigoths, whose capital was 
the city of Toulouse. which has ever since 
been one of the most considerable cities 
of France. Resimond was himself a Goth, 
who had ascended the Suevian throne 
under the ausptces of Theodoric, the 
brother and predecessor of Euric, by 
whom he was assassinated, as Theodoric 
himself had murdered their elder brother, 





der to pave his way to the crown, Resi- 


Tieodoric. The Vandals possessed the 
coasts of Italy opposite to Spain. All 
these nations now professed the Christian 
religion, but the Visigoths, Sueves, and 
Vandals, were all tinctured with Ariin- 
ism, and treated the Catholics with great 
severity andcruclly. Vertot, like a sound 
Catholic, expressesthe deepest regret at 
the introduction of that heresy into Spain, 
by the Gothic princess whom Resimond 
had married, and who succeeded so well 
as even to convert her husband. 

When Euric succeeded Theodoric, he 
sent embassies to the kings of the Sueves 
anc the Vandals, with a view to secure 
those nations in his interest. Resimond, 
equaliy cunning, sent envoys to Athemius 
the new Emperor of the west, to the king 
of the Vandals, and to Euric. The Ro- 
man Emperors of the East and West, 
Leo and Anthemius, now preparing to 
attack Genseric, king of the Vandals, Re- 
simond invaded Lusitania, and took and 
demolished Coimbra and Lisbon. This 
invasion produced the attack of Euric up- 
on the Romans and Sueves in Spain, and 
of course led to the revolution which es- 
tablished the Gothic empire in that coun- 
try. ' 
Euric, at the head of the Visigoths, 
having conquered most of the provinces 
of Spain, accepted, when Augustulus was 
deposed, and the empire of the west sub- 
verted, and offered alliance with Odoacer, 
the Herulian monarch, and became mas- 
ter of Arles and Marseilles, hitherto sub- 
ject to the Romans. The Burgundians 
wade war upon him, but were defeate 
His appetite for power appears now to 
have been satisfied, and henceforward he 
devoted his great talents, like another Nu- 
ma, to the work of legisletion.—-Unlike 
most monarchs of those stormy times, he 
closed a long reign in peace. He was 
succeeded by his son Alaric. Clovis of 
France attacked the country and person 
of this young prince, under the pretence 
of attacking his heretical religion. fven- 
tually he was slain by Clovis’s own hand 
in the battle of Peitiers. Alaric was one 
of the best and wisest princes that ever 
lived. He labored to live in profound 
peace with all the world. ‘Though an 
Arian, he tolerated the Catholics in his 
dominions. and received the prayers of 
theircouncils. Trajan and Marcus Aure- 
lius were not more devoted to the pur- 
suits of justice, than this young Goth, but 
the pious Clovis could not be satisfied till 
he had extinguished bis heresy in his 
blood.  Vertot, notwithstanding his reli- 
gious prejudices, has, ina spirit of the 
most liberal Catholicism, done ample jus- 
tice to the amiable character of that most 
excellent prince. 

Spain still continued the theatre of per- 
petual revolutions. Amalaric, a vicious 
prince, who, after a civil war, succeeded 
io the throne, was slain by Childebert of 
France. ‘he Gothic royal family was 
now extinct, and Theudis was elected to 
the succession. Some authors say that 
his reign was short and tempestuous,others 
that he reigned ten yearsin peace. He 
and several of his successors were assas- 
sinated. The Cantubrians appears io have 
been as uneasy and as unconquerable nn- 
der the Gothic asthe Roman rule. Their 
country included all Biscay and the moun - 
tains of Burgos, and history does not de- 
cide the question whether they were con- 
aueres by the Sueves, the Vandals, the 
Alans, or even by Euric. Some French 
historians have asserted that, in the year 
542, they were subjected by Chilperic 
and Clotair, while on the way to besiege 
Saragossa; but the Spaniards say that 
this story only existed in some obscure 
memoirs, and that the French have never 
been able to produce one single firoof which 
could curry with it the least efiark of firo- 
bubilicy. It ts not ours to decide such dis- 
putes, but we think that the Spaniards

er, a rebellion existed in that country in 

the year 573, which was quelled by Leo- 
vigild, who then inherited the sceptre of 
the Visigoths. Wars between the French 

and the Goths, successive irruptions of 
the Gascons and revolts vf the Austurt 

ahs, religious prosecutions, dethronements 
and murders of monarchs, and dreadful 

miseries of the prople, fill up the meas- 

ure of Spanish history, until the great 

battle of Xeres de la Frontera, A. D. 711; 

when the Moors became masters of pain, 

and the remnant of the Visigoths retired 

to tllose very mountains where the defeat- 

ed patriots under Blake and Romana have 

lately been wandering, and ‘whence the 

great Pelagius afterwards descended, tore- 

vive the glory of the Iberian name. 

This yreat revolution in human affairs 

demands a distinct and particular consid- 

eration. It precipitates Africa upon Eu- 

rope with overwhelming power. The | 
history of it exhibits a complete illustra- 

tion of the maxim that some o/ the great- 

estof human events originate in causes 

the most inconsid+rable. 

The modern Moors were the descend. 

ants of the ancient Mauri, or Maurusit —- 

Their name is gaid to be derived from their 

black comp 1» «The anctent geogra- 

pher, Srrapoydescribes their country as 

one of the most fertile and productive un- 

der Heaven. ‘They also figure in the pa- 

ges of Satuust, Justin, and MAg@rat. 

VirGit speaks of the Maurusian race, 







Libations of the choicest wine— 
Maurusia pictis 
Gens epulata toris Lendzum libat honorem. 
Vitruvius is cited by the commenta- 
tors to prove that the Maurusians and the 
Mauritanians were the same people. The 
feast alluded to was a sacrifice to Jupiter 
Ammon. WHorac¥ in the celebrated ode 
to Fuscus, says that the man of fiure and 
herfect life, needs not the Moorish javelins, 
nor bow, nor quiver full of poisoned darts— 
Integer vite, scelerisque purus 
Nen eget Mauris jaculis, neque areu, 
Nec venenatis gravida sagittis, 
Fusce, pharetra...°.. 
and illustrates the assertion by a story of 
his own experience in escaping from a 
wolf, which was a greater monster than 
Apulia or Africa could produce. It was 
not till the reign of Claudian that Mauru- 
sia or Mauritania, the modern Fez and 
Morocco, became a province of the Ro- 
man tmpire. 
While most other writers have descri- 

bed this momentous revolution in a vers 
summary manner, Vertot has devoted to 
it a whole Book, entitled “ The Invasion 
and Conquest of Spain by the Moors : 
From (A.D) 710 to 7:8,” ~ Love, or 
rather sensuality, in many historical in- 
stances the most inordinate of the human 
passions, overthrew the Gothic empire in 
Spain. Roderic, having dethroned Witi- 
za, reduced the sons of the latter €@ the 
hard necessity of emigrating to Affia, to 
seck protection under Recila, the gover- 
nor of Mauritania Tingitania, who had 
been the friend of their father. Roderic 
now reiyned in peace, and his talents are 
extolled by the most famous historians of 
Spain. The brightness of his rising is com- 
pared, however, to the momentary splen- 
dor of a meteor, which involves in its train 
dire influences, fraught with evil and ruin 
to the human race. He became another 
Sardanapalus. His passion for women 
was excessive and brutal. It was one o! 
the ancient customs of Spain that the 
young nobility received their education at 
court. The sons formed the king's body 
guard, and the daughters were taught 
‘Sail sorts of curious works,” under the 
immediate direction of the queen. Egi 
lona, the spouse of Roderic, had in her 
train a real Venus, called, by different his- 
torians, Ca+a, and Florinda. She was not 
only a perfect Venus in beauty, but a per- 
fect Diana in virtue. The circumstance 
which awakened the king's passion for 
this fair ornament of her race, was singu- 
larly similar to that which led to the loves 
of David and Bath-sheba. Roderic, gazing 
from a window upon the sports of the 
young ladics in the garden of the palace, 
beheld the clasp ef Cava’s garment fail- 
ing inits duty, and unveiling all the bloom- 
ing cherms of her neck and bosom. ‘This 
* delighttul vision” was,the only daughter 
of Julian, governor of Andalusia. one of 
the first lords of Spain, and her metier 
was ol royalblood. Powerful as the mon- 
arch was, he did not dare to violate the 
daughter till he had disposed of the father, 
whom he sent upon a special embassy to 
Mousa ben Nassir, Viceroy of Africa, un- 
der Walid the First, Caliph of the Sara- 
cens. The letter which the wretched la- 
dy wrote to her father, announcing her 
misfortune, is one of the most aficchog 
pieces in all history, and it concluded in 
this impressive mavoner—* Kemembes 
that you are Count Julian, and thot Lat 
Cavz, your only dauyiter.” Judian’s re- 
venge was os fvrious as that of the hus- 
band ef Lucretia, but much less pattiotie. 
He determined to involve his country tn 





_ have the best of the argument. Ilowey- 


the ruin of itstyrant.. Master of the most 
profound dissimulation, he completed the 
business of his mission, returned to Spain, 
and became a Joseph to Pharach Cor- 
responding with the sons of Witiza in Af- 
rica, Who regarded the usurper of their 
throne with sentiments and feelings of a 
similar character to those which agitated 
his own breast, he attempted to excite 
Roderic to the invasion of that region.— 
By stratagem he scquestered his daugh- 
ter from the purlicus of the court, aod 
soon after disappeared himself The fu- 
gitives arrived safe in avother quarter of 
the globe. Mousa listened. with great 
pleasure to Julian, but referred }im to the 
Caliph. He ceparted for Damascus, and, 
as he wis not Iess eloquent than artful, 
painted in such lively and seducing colors 
the grandeur of the project, and the pros- 
pect of success, that Walid. who was na- 
turally ambitious, aud already a conquers 
or of no mean note, directed Mousa to 
furnish the Spanish exile with a simail body 
of troops to‘try his fidelity, and, ify he 
should find him faithful, to support him 
with all the forces that could be spared 
from Africa. 
Only six hundred men. commanded by 
Tarif Abdalahi, subordinste to whom Ju- 
lian served as a lieutenant, were sent to 
make a descent on theggoast of Andalu- 
sia. The Moors soon pissed the streights 
af Gibraltar, and took and fortified Calpa. 
Tarif changed the narme of this piace to 
Gezcirael Khadra, the Green Island, and 
itis from a corruption of this name that 
itis now called Algezira. Here Julian 
collected his friends. and used his 
quence with great effect. After ravaging 
rreat part of Andalusia and Lusitania. Jue 
lian returned to Mousa for reinforcements, 
and received twelve thousand men. node 
Taric ben Zaid, a brave and consummate 
commander. Great progress was now 
made in the invasion, and Roderic, wha 
had hithertodisregarded these movements, 
was obliged to put his armics 1 motion. 
Enco, his general, engaged the enemy 
with great rashness, but was deflated in 
three successive attacks, in the last of 
which he was siains Spain was now divie 
ded into parties. Some inveighed against 
the tyrant, while others invoked the ven- 
geance of Heaven upon Julians) who, to 
revenge a private injury. sacrificed my- 
riads of innocent lives to the rage ef the 
infidels, ruined his country. and overturn- 
ed the worship of the True God, to es- 
tablish Muhometism upon the fins of 
Christianity. The war was bloody, but 
not long. Roderic again assumed the 
manly character, and brought one hime 
dred thousand men into the ficid, at Xe- 
res de la Frontera, tfear the river"Guada- 
lete. ‘The result of a battle of etht days 
gave Spain to the dom nion of the Moors. 
Mousa entered Spain in persdn to come 
plete the conquest. Both he and Taric 
were secon recalled by the Caliph, and 
were heard ofno more. ‘The seat of gov- 
ernment was established at Seville, where 
Abdelaziz, the son of Mousa, assumed 
the government, and married the widow 
of Roderic. He was assassinated, and 
Ayub elected to supply his place, who 
was superseded by Alahor. The new 
governor, under the directions of Caliph 
Omar, carried the war even into Gaul.

Treaty with England. 

That the prospect of an amicable ar- 
rangement ofour difficulties with England, 
has spread confusion and discontent 
through the democratic ranks, is ctriking - 
ly pourtrayed in their lengthened visages, 
and cannot be concealed in their political 
disputations. But when we recollect the 
dreadful agitation of the public mind in 
1795, and the shocking excesses into 
which popular phrenzy hurried our celu- 
ded citizens, whose vengeance was only 
to beappeased by a war with Great Bri 
tain, We cannot but congratulate eur coun- 
try, that the prospect of an accommoda- 
tion with England is hailed by all classes 
with the exception of fugitives from Brit- 
ish justice and French spies, as a joyful 
event, 

The faction which has courted British 
hostility as a mean to preserve their pow- 
er, and discoloured and misrepresented 
every act of that government, to perpet- 
nate the delusion which muintains their 
popularity, have been cefeated in their 
wicked schemes, and disarmed of the poi- 
gonous weapons with which they assailed 
their opponents. Truly apprehending 
that a treaty with England and a rupture 
with France, would prove fatal to the in- 
flucnce of democracy, and establish upon 
the most suld ‘basis the ascendency of 
federal principles, all their political ener- 
gies have becn unceasingly directed tothe 
accomplishment of the favourite object of 
a war with England. Te the inflexible 
integrity and heroic efferts of the federal 
band, is to be ascribed the total discomfi- 
ture of the strorg phalanx of bold and 
enterprising ‘partizans of France. We 
have always considered that the preser- 
vation of out country could only be secur- 
ed, and the progress of universal despo- 
tism checked, by connecting our fate with 
the oppesers of tyranny and usurpation. 
We would neither invite or shun an en- 
counter with the Corsican Tyrant, but in 
the spirit of am independent nation, we 
would employ the best means in our pow- 
er to coerce him to de us justice. Great 
Britain in the true spirit of amity and 
good will, is willing to meet us, according 
to the democratic prints, more than half 
way. She profers a relinquishment of 
her retaliating orders, and invites us to a 
renewal of friendly intercourse. What 
better earnest of friendship could she ten- 
der us, than to abandon an efficient auc 
favourite system of retaliation Wpon her 
enemy, for. the sole purpose of cultivating 
a friendly intercourse with the United 
States. Let Mr. Erskine’s overture fr 
an accommodations be viewed in whatever 
light it may suit democratic ingenuity to 
piace it, and they will find the delusion so 
jony kept up effectually dissipated—their 
diabolical schemes completely frustrated. 

Nothing more perfectly shews that the 
well-trained troops of his most democrat- 
ic €X-majesty have been thrown into com- 
plete disorder, by their new commander, 
than the various insolent and contradicto- 
ry wouces which have been taken by the 
democratic printers of the correspordence 
With Mr.Secretary Smith and Mr. Erskine. 


All concert among them has totally dis- 
appeared.

Nothing so well betrays the wicked in- 
tentions and base views of these agen's of 
Bonaparte, than the manner in which they 
treat the «xpeatation of a treaty with Ling- 
land. Fruitful as Duane is in deception, 
he has been thrown so completely off his 
balance, that the only ridiculous apology 
he framed to himself for indirectly oppo- 
sing an accommodation, is that England 
wishes to lull us into a false security that 
we may fall an easier prey to her perfidy. 
{tis this kind of jargon which has been 
employed ever since the year "95 to deceive 
the people and inflame their minds against 
England. We were told in June, 1807, 
that the commander of the British squad- 
ron in Lynhaven Bay was secking an ex- 
cuse to batter down the town of Norfolk. 
Was he restrained by fear from executing 
his project, or was he overawed by the 
formidable navy which was ready in Hamp- 
ton Roads to oppose him? Have New- 
York, Charleston, &c. been protected from 
the British squadrons by their strong for- 
tifications ? The Lion need not crouch 
before he leaps, when the feeble and crip- 
pled prey stands motionless before him, 
ready to be devoured. Mo 

We cannot omit he mention our 
belief of the existence of a party in this 
country who will oppose at every extrem- 
ity the conclusion of a treaty with Eng- 
land. The manner in which Mr. Jay’s 

reaty was opposed, the state of canine 
macuess to which the people were wrought 
up by the tools of Thomas Jefferson and 
the traitor Edmund Randolph in order to 
intimidate Washington, is fresh upon the 
memory of the leaders of the federal par- 
ty. While the people were rendered thus 
frantic by the arts of demagogues, the 
most alarming excesses were committed 
throughout the country. Jay and the sen- 
ate were burnt in effigy, libellous and in- 
flammatory publications were circulated 
through the country, threatening® a dis- 
union if the treaty were not rejected.— 
The country continued in this state of fer- 
mentation until it.e firmness and wisdom 
uf Washiugwa stenced the howlings of 
the blood-hounds of France. 

We cannot help expressing our appre- 
hensions that a large proportion of the 
democratic party will be led astray by 
the same unruly passions and guided by 
the same wicked views which distinguish- 
the French faction in 95. The well 
meaning and moderate men who wish to 
see the country flourish, and who have 
found by the experience gained in the last 


, fifteen months, that the country cannot 


prosper without commerce, may easily 
defeat the wicked purposes of discontent- 
ed refugees and unprincipled hirelings, 
by uniting with the federal party and sup- 
porting Mr. Madison in the ratification of 





a treaty. Unless that the destructive pol- 
icy @f the last administration and the long 
su s of the people have produced so 


great @a revolution in the politics of the 
country that an attempt to drive Mr. Mad- 
ison from his course, will be too feeble to 
be feared, the country is destined again 
to be couvulsed by the struggles of a des- 
perate faction. The partizans of France 
will enlist themselves under the banners 
of any daring and profligate leader who 
will head the Anti-ireaty party, and the 
real supporters of the nation’s prosperity 
must not be less vigilant and active in 
maintaining the true interests of the coun- 
try.— Lhe time is at hand which will test 
the principles of party men.

From the 
Case of the Tenth Ward. 


I have more than orce mentioned that 
the proceedings of the inspectors of the 
tenth ward were so materially irregular 
and illegal, that the votes of that ward 
must be rejected. For the satisfaction 
of the public, I shall now siate the facts

as they will be made (o appear by affide- 
vit; and conclude with the law upon them. 

First—Between cneand two o'clock P. 
M. on the first day of election, the inspec- 
tors said they would adjourn for half an 
hour, and accordingly they took the poll 
lists and poll boxes, and carried them a- 
way with them out of the room, up stairs, 
where they remained about half an hour. 
On the second day they published be- 
tween one and two o’clock, that they would 
close the poll for half an hour. They then 
unlocked the boxes, put the poll lists in, 
locked the boxes up again, and sealed up 
the apertures; after which they separa- 
ted, and each went to his own house to 
dianer, Mr. Berrian taking the Senator 
box along with him, and Mr. Wheeler 
the Assembly box along with him. The 
former returned in about 20 minutes, the 
Jatter in about 40 minutes, and Mr. Thur- 
ston the third inspector in about 35 min- 
utes. During their absence a number of 
electurs came up to the poll to vote. On 
the third day the same adjourninent took 
place and the same proceedings as on the 
first, excepting that the boxes were en- 
trusted solely and without being sealed to 
Mr. Thurston and Mr. Berrian, the two 
democratic inspectors, by whom they were 
carried off in like manner as before. 

Such are the precise facts as to closing 
the poll each day, between 10 o'clock and 
the setting of the sun. On this point the 
law is clear and explicit; and besides, it 
is contained in a statute, made for the ex- 
press purpose of providing against the 
very thing which has here taken place.— 
The statute is in the following words: 
An ACT respecting Elections in the City 

of New- York. 
Passed February 20, 1807 

Be it enacted by the Peofile of the State of 
Aew-York, refiresented in Senate and As- 
sembly, That in all elections for governor, 
licutcnant-governor, senators and mem- 
bers of assembly, representatives to con- 
gress, or charter officers, in the city ef 
New-York, the pull of every such election 
shall be opened at or before ten o’clock in 
the morning of every day on which the 
said elections shall be held and shall be 
kept open on each day of such election un- 
til the setting of the sun.” 

Second.—Between 3 and 4 o'clock the 
last day of the election, an attending offi- 
cer, by order of the inspectors, made for- 
mal proclamation that the poll would be 
closed at 5 o’clock. But the sun set only 
ten minutes before 7 o’clock. 

Third.— When they began to canvass 
the votes they found upon counting them 
that there were seren less ballots in the 
boxes than lists. Each inspector then 
separately opened a parcel of ballots and 
sorted them, and after each had opened 
from 50 to 100, two of them, namely. 
Wheeler and Thurston began to coant 
separately, each ealling out as he counted 
fise, * Farmar one,” or ** Dunscomb one,” 
on which the clerk set down the whole 
ticket as a tally of five, allowing every 
man the same number of votes that Far 
mar or Dunsceml had, but no other names 
were called over than the firat on each 
ticket. In this manner the canvass was 
run through so expeditiously as to be fin- 
ished by half past 9 the same evening, 
while other canvasses in other wards about 
as large were only finished in half a day. 

it wili now be for the Assembly to de- 
termine whether the laws of the land are 
to be obeyed or whether inspectors can 
act their pleasure without direction or con- 
troul. Ifthe votes of this Ward should 
be rejected, it will give us the five highest 
names on the Federal Ticket. 

Some persons, whose civility I admire 
more than their judgment, say that since 
we have a majority without the five mem- 
vers from the city, we had better not med- 
die with the Tenth Ward. And precisely 
for that reason I would meddle with it.— 
Having no important interest at stake on 
the decision, it willbe seen that we try 
the question merely for its merits. If 
the law may be evaded or disregarded at 
pleasure, let us know it, butif it ought to 
be obeyed, let us not by overlooking its 
violation, contribute to establish a prece- 
dent that may hereafter be quoted and re- 
lied upon for the worst of purposes. The 
questions growing out of this case and to 
be submitted to the Legislature, are, 

First, whether inspectors may adjourn 
the poll at any hourin the day they choose ? 
If they may, they can pretty effectually 
deprive the labouring class of the people 
in this city of their yotes, by adjourning 
just at the time when. they always come 
up, that is in the interim between the fore- 
noon and afternoon. 

Second—Whether alter proclamation 
made !o close at a certain hour, they can 
keep the poll open afierwards? If they 
can, they may thus give fulse information 
to the mass of electors and then take’ the 
votes of their own partizans only. 

Third--W hether each imspecte: is bound 
to examine for himself every ballot? If 
not, then one inspector certifies for anoth- 
er, which surely is inadmissible in every 
point of view, 

fourth—Whether the first name on a 
ballot is only to be looked at and all the 
rest guessed at,or whetherevery name 
must be canvassed, in order to know how 
many votes each had? 

These are the principal questions that 
arise in this case, and these must neces- 
sarily arise. To do our adversaries jus- 
tice, Lhave not yet met with a man of 
common sense among them, who hesitates 
to declare that the votes of the tenth ward 
ought to be rejected.

Latest from ngland. 


Lonpon, March 20. 

On Saturday night dispatches were re- 
ceived at the Foreign-Oifice from France 
—they were brought overby a flag of 
truce, which arrived at Dover on Satur- 
day morning at 3 o'clock, and immediate- 
ly stood out to seaagain. The subject of 
this communication has not transpired— 
Peace is naturally the first idea which 
will suggest itself to the public—but of 
that most desirable event we apprehend 
not the slightest expectation at this crisis 
canbeentertained The general opinion at 
Dover is, that some negotiation respect- 
ing an exchange of prisoners is on foot, 
between the government of France and 
England. 
Commencement of Hostilities be- 

tween Austria and France. 


Courier-Office—Lour o'clock. 
Private feiers from Holiand of the 17th 
have been received. which state that hos- 
tillties have actuully commeuced between 


Fraticé and Atistria fiear Trieste. The 
French are supposed to have Made an at- 
tempt to get possession of Trieste.—The 
Austrians pushed on and came up with 
them neat the city, an engagement took 
place,in which the French were defeated. 
The amount of the forcé on each side is 
not known. 

The Austrians ate also said to have 
matched a body of troops into Dresden. 


Insurrection in Sweden. 

Dispatthes have been receivetl from 
the Baltic, which, we grieve t® state, give 
an account of an insurrection having bro- 
ken outin Sweden, tending toa revolu- 
tion. Several thousands have risen in the 
Province of Warmland, and were on their 
march from Caristod to Stockholm, to 
compel the King to €alla Diet. They 
had issued a Proclamation, complaining 
of the war, taxes, &c. and requiring a 
change of measures. 

On Saturdays ‘ir Samuel Hood left 
town for the Downs, to hcist his flag on 
board the Centaur, with directions to pro- 
ceed immediately to the Baltic with the 
first division of the squadron destined to 
set in that sea. 

March 25. 

Letters dated the 21st inst. have been 
received from Holfatid. They do not cor 
roborate the previous accounts, received 
through the same channel, of hostilities 
having actually conrmenced between ‘vus- 
tria and France. The extreme caution 
they observe in adverting to the occurren- 
ces in Germany is a proof of the rigorous 
preceutions which have been adopted to 
prevent intelligence of the real state of 
that country being transmitted to this.— 
By a comparison of their contents, the 
following particulars may,. however, be 
collected and relied on. The Austrian 
armies are universally in motion ; and 
are far more numerous, formidable and 
better organized, than they have been rep- 
resented in the papers under the centroul 
of the tyrant. They have arrived before 
now, amply and better supplied than in 
any former campaign, with every article 
essential to a vigorous prosecution of hos- 
lilities, at their respective places of desti- 
nation, and probably sustained already the 
first shock of the enemy. The nomina- 
tion of the Archduke Charles to the chief 
and uncontrouled command of the respec- 
tive armies, has produced the highest 
confidence in the officer and soldier, and 
diffused among every class of Austrian 
subjects, the most saNguine hopes of suc- 
cess. He places himself at the head of 
that force wherever it may be, which 
shall be opposed to that commanded by 
Bonaparte in person. The highest una- 
nimity prevails in every prevince in Aus- 
tria, and a cheerful submission to the 
measures, proposed by government in this 
important juncture, distinguishes the con- 


nobleman and merchant. The militia e- 
vince as much zeal and alacrity as regu- 
lar corps; and the Hungarians, so often 
the terror, and in a crisis almost equally 
dangerous, the last prop of the Empire, 
display as much ardouron the present 
occasion, as they did in that memorable 
one, when they stepped forward to sup- 
port the rights of Maria Theresa against 
the united cfforts of France, Prussia, Spain 
and Bavaria. 

Ministers have received information of 
an entire change in the commercial sys- 
tem of the United States, with regard to 
this country. The Embargo is rescinded, 
with the uncerstanding, that his Majesty 
on the notification of this arrangement will 
repeal the orders in Council, so far as their 
operation extends tothe American Repub- 
lic. We most anxiously hope for the sake 
of the vast mercantile interests connected 
with this subject, that such a concession 
on the partof America 1s founded on an 
explicit communication, as to the inten- 
tions of Great Britain, and that the confi- 
dence generously reposed in them will not 
be disappointed. 

It is strongly reported that, instead of a 
Proclamation by the Emperor Francis, 
France had declared war against Austria, 
and that the Declaration was published at 
Paris on the i7th inst. 

The Treaty between Great Britain and 
Spain, we understand, was signed on 
Wednesday ; but some articles, not yet 
precisely adjusted, are left for future ar- 
rangement. 

It is stated, that Vigo and some other 
harbors of Gallacia are now open to Eng- 
lish ships. The communication with the 
ports of Asturias has not been obstructed 
by the enemy, since his appearance on the 
Northern shores of the Douro.

Resolved, Vhat otir country has teceiv- 
ed many injuries from Great-Britain, but 
her conduct in disayowing the act of Ad- 
miral Berkeley in regard to the attack up- 
on the frigate Chesapeake { in tecalling 
that officer from his station ; in offering 
satisfaction for that outrage ; and formal- 
ly cisclaiming the right to search our pub- 
lic ships and vessels of war, before any 
complaint or remonstrance on the part 
of our government, manifested a sense of 
honor and justice, worthy of a great and 
magnanimous nation, and afforded a satis- 
factory assurance of her sincere desire to 
maintain the relations of peace and friend- 
ship with the United states. 

Resolved, Tivat if the friendly disposi- 
tion of Great-Gritain at that period, bad 
been met with correspynding views on the 
part of our government, and if a prompt, 
public and determined resistance against 
the Berlin decree of Napoleon had been 
manifested by Mr. Jefferson, the British 
orders im council of Nov. 1807, would 
never have been passed ; our lawful com- 
merce ob the ocean would have expericn- 
ced litde interruption ; and there would 
have been no pretext for the embargo, 
with its train of violent unconstitutional 
and destructive measures, which has dri- 
ed up the resources, blosted the prosperi- 
ty, and endangered the liberties ef our 
country. 

Resolved, that we deem it improper to 
express any opinion upon the various 
points which are involved in the pending 
Negotiation with Great Britain, and we 
regret that siace the unequivocal proof 
of justice and friendship lately tendered 
by her mimster Mr. Erskine, several de- 
mocratic papers hawe assailed the charac- 
ter of that nation, inthe most imdecent 
and vuigar invective.
